Operating Results of Wholesale Establishments, Canada, 1930 


The present bulletin contains further detailed information for wholesale es- 
tablishments in Canada prepared in connection with the Census of Merchandising and 
Service Establishments, 1931. An earlier report——"Wholesale Trade in Canada"——pre— 
sented figures for number of establishments, number of employees, salaries and wages, 
sales and stocks for wholesale firms by types and kinds of business. This bulletin 
gives information regarding operating expenses, capital, character of organization, 
size of business, and multiple organizations. 


The total expenses of wholesale establishments as presented in the tables 
relate only to those firms which furnished such information. The items included under 
total expenses were collected under the following heads: (1) salaries and wages of 
employees; (2) expenses of salesmen; (3) rent paid, if any; and, (4) all other expenses. 
While it is difficult in a postal canvass of trading establishments to secure uni- 
formity in the manner of reporting expenses, it is believed that the figures given for 
operating expenses are indicative of the costs of distribution of wholesale establish- 
ments. This is particularly true when there is uniformity among the establishments in 
any particular group. As the bulk of the wholesale trade is handled by incorporated 
companies, no provision has been made for the value of proprietors! services in a few 
lines of trade. This may affect the operating expenses slightly.
